In  addition 
to  the  classification  and  the  date  of  mailing,  was  there  any 
indication  that  there  was  a  vote  of  the  local  board  or  the 
Appeal  Board? 

The  really  important  document  you  received  was  the  DD  62  find¬ 
ing  you  unacceptable  for  induction.  Because  you  have  this 
document,  they  should  send  you  still  another  classification 
card  reading  I-Y.  Notify  me  when  you  receive  this  card.  On 
this  point  and  regarding  the  I-A  you  received  dated  6-3-71, 
if  it  is  a  classification  by  your  local  board  (i.e.,  not  a 
classification  by  the  Appeal  Board),  you  shoulci  write  to  them 
within  the  thirty  days  allotted  telling  them  you  wish  to  appeal 
the  I-A  classification  because  you  were  found  unacceptable  for 
induction.  In  all  probability,  they  simply  sent  the  I-A  before 
they  received  word  of  your  unacceptability.

I  am  delighted  to  hear  the  long  overdue  I-Y  arrived. 

You  ask  about  the  necessity  to  get  permission  from  your  draft 
board  to  go  to  Central  America.  Technically,  you  are  required 
to  request  permission  from  your  local  board  before  departing 
the  United  States.  Because  you  are  currently  I-Y  and  will  be 
26  this  coming  April,  I  believe  it  would  be  appropriate  for  you 
to  simply  advise  them  shortly  before  your  departure  that  you 
are  going  to  wherever  it  is  in  Central  America  and  provide  them 
with  a  mailing  address  for  use  during  your  absence.  I  doubt  if 
they  would  insist  that  you  not  go  because  of  your  classification. 
In  addition,  please  advise  me  when  your  plans  are  more  certain 
and  keep  me  advised  of  an  address. 

If  you  do  decide  to  go,  it  might  be  a  good  idea  for  you  to  prepare 
a  letter  requesting  a  personal  appearance  which  you  should  leave 
with  me  when  you  depart.  That  way,  if  they  were  to  reorder  you 
for  a  physical,  you  did  not  appear  and  they  reclassified  you  I-A, 
we  could  set  the  appeal  procedures  in  motion. 

Please  keep  me  advised.

When  you  move  to  Central  America,  the  important  thing  is  not 
so  much  that  you  provide  the  draft  board  with  your  present 
address,  but  that  you  receive  mail  going  to  the  old  address 
as  quickly  as  possible.  Obviously,  if  you  receive  an  order 
to  report  for  a  physical  and  fail  to  do  so,  they  will  reclassify 
you  I- A  with  the  attendant  thirty- day  period  in  which  to 
request  a  personal  appearance.  TThis  is  the  reason  I  suggested 
you  leave  a  letter  already  prepared  requesting  a  personal  appear¬ 
ance.  Such  a  letter  should  be  left  with  someone  you  can  rely 
on. 

I  don't  know  where  you  get  the  reference  to  "two  sixty-day 
appeal  periods",  because  you  have  only  thirty  days  in  which  to 
request  a  personal  appearance,  and  if  you  are  out  of  the  country, 
in  most  cases,  you  have  a  sixty  day  period  in  which  to  request 
an  appeal.
